ClLVrTER I, 

INTRODUCTORY ARCHITECTURAL NOTE. 

Tfih group of tonipk?a, illuHtratod in tbie work, is situnted within a circuit of tw-elvo miles 
mdius, in the wratem portion of the RaMri district, wedged in by Haidarabfid territory on 
the north mid Maiedr on Uio aonth. The Tufigabhndrd river, near which they are, fonus 
the boundary on the west and nnrth. 

If a Rirolo of the dnunoter noted, is drawn on the map, the line passRA tbrongh Huvina- 
hmigalh and Mdgald on tlio north, Knmvatti and Halavagal u. on the south-west, and Bdgali 
on the east, Silagunda is situntod about five miles inside the line of the south cireuinference, 
and ffirahadagalli, a similar distance within that of the north-west. Another temple, in the 
Eame style, was aeon at S%i, five miles Bonth-seuth-east from IIuTmalwlgalli narihar is 
Bituatod within the 3IaiBilf boundaries and staods on the Tungabliadril river, foarteen miles 
south of Xtyavugaltt. From it, a plim and a few details have been taken for eomparisou with 
the others. Only an arbitrary frontier divides this portion of Ralljlri from the adjoining 
prtjvinco of Maisfir, ao that this group may bo considered as an offshoot, or the outlving 
emmplcs of tlio style which luul one of its principal localities in the latter State. Rut tbongU 
the principal known oxamploa have their seat in Maisfir. it is to tho territorj' on the north 
that attention must be directed for the earUcst works: for there, it has been pointed out 
was situated the central scat of the C^tilukyan power. * ^ 

Wliether other examples aro to be found along tho southern boundaries of the BaMri 
district nnd in the western porUon of Anautapfir-both of whk-h are adjacent to Maisfir^ 
rcmnins to bo seen. It ia probable that they do exist, for, at tbe village of Eaihbadflru 31 
miles west of Dbarmilveram, in the latter district, is a beautiful little temple built in tbig 
stylo; with many Jaina features intemuxed with the ChlUukvau. 

Tlie standard work on the Chdlukyon style, is 3lr. Foignsson’s splendid volume o.n 
ArcMfocture ro D/u^mar na,/ Tlmhgb fully iUnstroted by photographic plates, it 

PWSMSOS tho defect—as has therein been pointed ont—of Laving no plans or sections of 
intenora^^ so that, as the descriptions were chiefly written from photographs, tliev had thus 
necessarily to bo confined to the oxtemal nrchitectnro^of the buddings. In the prosont 
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volume, m attempt nan he made to supply tlio defieicney, as tbc temples are oxampl^s of a 
different piiaso of the style. 

The date to tvhieli tliose temples may be assigned, is fixed not ontv by tbe awdiiteettiiiil 
indications of age they exhibit, hut likewise by eertnm known historitii] facts in eounectum 
■with the dynasty under wJiom they won? erected. 

It linfi been stated, tliat in this style, appnjximnte data for fixing the nge tnay ho taken 
from the faot ttiat every building is better than the ono that succeeded it.* TliiB only 
goes to prove that the hnQdings hitherto described miwt belong to the j.'cj'iod of greatest 
nxwllenec in the style and the decadence that followed it. Jjnt such a statement nmld not 
be takoti as apjiljing to the flt}’!^ as a whole, incltnliug its earliest examples; for no stvle of 
aivhitecturc itaches its poriiHl of greatest grandeur at a boiuid and then dccmiBg, Tbeso 
earliest examples, exhibiting the gradual progression of the stylo no dimbt oxistiMl, or jicrhafs 
still exist at the earliMt settlcnimds of the Cbtllukyas, for the race was a powerful ouo, 
ceu^irif^ before tho known temples wore erected ; ami, Uke miv iw^iple po«?esjdng cluira!* to 
civilization, no doubt, from the times of theii' earliest power, pnictisod an arehitcettire of 
their own. Wo ku-iw tlmt they only WTcatcd tho Maisdr prevince—with which fi»r pur¬ 
poses of chronological architectural granpiug, the district whert^ Lheso e.xampli?g exist mny bo 
iui'ludod—from the Gliolas, about tho pen’od of thoir grteutesL pt^wer in the tenth century". 
W o might thus expect tliat the buildings they substMiuently erocteil in the iliatriet would 
exhibit advanced features in tho gtyle. This they umluubtidly do, bs nn insiioctiDn of the 
design of any of the temples, tho cootinuity of their arcldtcf-tuml ch^tails, or tlm high 
ercoUouco exhibited in their workmanship will show. No one oxumming theso works enuM 
assert that they ware the earliest examides of a atyk. The samu me»n.s uf fixing the 
chroLulogy, applied to the works bithertu described, must also be adopted with regard 
to those now under note. No Hindu buildings in this style have hoau brouglit to light 
of a date before the twelfth century, * and it is doubtful if any of the striclly (IhiUiikyaji 
pirtious of the preseut exaniplcs cou be placed much or if anything before llmt date, I’liis 
can doubtless be aseribeil to a rariety of rauaop, id which the principal ore tho following. 
After the Cludut)Ti.s had acquired the Konga counhy, it is evident t hat any building opera- 
lioufl would first be carried out in the more ceutral part whero the sent uf power existed. 
Such work could only gradually extend to the more remoter fiarts: any buildings loci, 
which they did crL-ot before that date, would he, as their religion was, Jaina. Many of tlio 
temples oxhihit intiompletemwa £u parts, chiefly in the carving. For ihis a reason must be 
eirught; it eannot he aooiiunted for by want vf moons or skill in c.xei:‘ution, We see build¬ 
ings, in which a great profusion of detail baa btiea iiitendei], and baa in jart been carried 
out, but not completely so. The cause is doubtleas due to the disturbances in the kingdom 
towards the cud of the twelftli centuiy. The final extiuction of tho dyiiasty after 1181 ^ AJ>. 
tises tho end of the period during wliioh these temjiles wore erected. ’ It ia true tlmt on the 
ajsocnsion of the Hoyiula IMhilas, a variety of the style was carried ou till the Slusalrniin 
invasion in the beginning of the fourtcctilh eentiuy, but none of these examples can bo 
aasigued to that liato. Uno of the klost of them—^Kuruvatti—is plar-fd by Fcrgussoii

There ore three well defiued fuiius of pku represcnteiL One is a plumlity of similar 
shrines attaeheil and opening on to an Gnelosed mantkpa and neees^riiy facing in different 
dir^tioms, but with the prinei[jal ahrine opening towards the east. Another baa a single 
shritm only, in the main building, with an enelosud mandapa on its east. The third ia an 
luii-ance on the preteding, in that it has on open coioimado in front of tho euclused tmuida])a. 

The plan with three eonnerted eUrinea is undoubtedly bornjwed diwwjtly from the Jainoa, 
and is oub uE the results of Jaina infiminee observable, tiiough tho buildings tbeniselTes ore 
dearly Hindu. Tliio ia probably due to the (Jbdiukyaa baying originally been tidberenta 
of the Joina faith. The armugoiuent, as bero (!arriL*d out, rarely occurs in Hindu temples of 
later date. A modiflmtinn of the foaturo is seen tn some of the temple-'^, in whioh only oae 
main shrine is adopted, but in winch it is still necessary to uiuke provision for these mitiur 
doitioa. lu these cases, side niches in the slirino are oonsidcrod sufficient. Again, in a three- 
celled temple, with a lighted central half, as at Magald, the throe Bhiines have an equal 
amount of light. In the transition to a Bingle shrine, placed at tbo dark end of a badly 
lighted mimdapa, the ehnno was placed in almost total darkness. latterly this came to bo 
ponsidored an advantage, or, at least, nothing was done to obviate it. At the transition, 
bowel er, such an attempt was made,^ by the use of Bide lights, as we sec at Truvinalia(3galli 
and JCurovattL Somo of tho lliree-ahriucd temples have, in addition, a fourth cell detached 
from the main building, and feeing tho principal shrine. Such a subsidiary slirine, intended 
for a Bosava, (^r edher attenrlant on the principal god, is not unusual in. other classes of 
temples, although in them it is usnally givoa leaser prominence. 

A matter to be observed in the plans of the shrines is, that their main exterior lines are 

rootangukr, and not ator-slmpcd, as ore the principal uf those in this stylo dcftoribcd by 
Mr. Forgnsson.^ 

The form of the plan is imporbiut, for its outline i.<t carried tip and repeated in the 
etoreya of tho tower, giving to it its nwn particular character. A star-shaped plan is ill- 
adaptiid to, and dof.>s not, so fer as 1 am aware, ever appear in a Htureyod tower built on tbo 
lilies of those of the Dravidiaus. Only three of the huitdmga, Hirolm(lag*»ili, Huruvatti and 
^iilagunrla, retain their tnwera ia origiiial outline. The last would certainly have tinw, and 
probably four ; but has now only one. The others have it only iu part, or entirely away, 

In the latter casic, however, we have no ditficulty in assuming what the femi has Iwren, for 
It 18 repeated again and again in nuniature over the niches of the walls. That these repre¬ 
sentations were true copies of the oi iginal, a,s far as could be on such a wiiaU scale, is seen by

ct^mpariiuiTi, where the tower jet rezmins. Thus at Mtlgalil no trace of ( hi! three jilirijie towers 
eidsti*; but the form ufoutLiiie is preaerredon the wall niches. A peeulinn'tj is uotii'ed iKith 
ttt the building mentiDneil. imd. at HiruhndiiM^h. t^mo of the lesser of these miiiinturu 
towers, or those placed, not over the main niche, but on pilasters or other project Ians on the 
walls, have a enr^'ettnurtliem oulline. This must be ascribetl to the ofTeots of the more tjpii'al 
Jaina etylc’ from which this wns derived, and where such a tower was uctoultj used iu oonstme- 
tion over n star-ahnped plan. The carvers ertdently had in idea such a dc^sign before tliem, 
but on a Draviilinuizcd plan could only use it as a decorative and not ns a eonstmetive ftAtnre, 

The vtiriod designs of the namertma wall niches are strildogLy norieetible. UFoat of the 
niches are now vacant, but from the ohameters of tlieir anshitectural details, the class of imuge 
which occupied any particular one can he ascertained. Mr. Forgussen has pointed out ^ tliat 
“ the great gods—such as Brahm^ Vishnu, Siva and India—have umbrella canopies. Tho 
incarnations of Yielinn, their saktiH or wives, and minor deities have symmetrical canopies 

springing from Iwth sides and forming something like a rt^ular arch. Aps^ima or hLUvealy * 

maidens, mortals, and the lowest clitss of goda bavo nnsymmetncnl canopies springing from 

one side only.” Examples of all those classes occur, with the additiqti of the arvhiteetnTul 

canopy, in comhinatioa with tho dural one in the more ornate buirdiuga. In those less 

ornate, tho arcliitootiLral canopy alone is employed. 

Tho Uravidian form of the towers has been pointed out. Not only in the towers, hut in 
tho troatment of their whole cxtoiml outlino, the temples osltihit a proponderoneo of Dravi- 
dian forms. They might best be degoribed as an embodiment of ChaluJcyan details engrafted 
on a Dmvidiau bnildiug. This is probaldy portly dne to their outlying pcssition, and the 
resulting effects of ndjoinbg styles of arohitoetnro, of a different clasa, practised ooteide the 
ephere of Cbdlnk3'an induence. 

No one ivho has examined any single spcciineu of CLullukyau carving I'an have failed to | 

note its marvelluus intricnej and artistic hnieh in oven iho minutest UotiiiLs. Tlie workman 
VfiUi nti doubt greatly assisted by tho pUablUty of the material hi wduch ho bad to work ; but 
coini»Ietc nuudery of the art is nime the hiss rcumrkable. Ou tho temple t.f Guduk, 

Colonel Mcadoivs Taylor nrikes some remarks which have (juito as ajiprojfriate an appli- 
citiou hone. He states * “ It is impossible to describe tho o.vrjuisite finish of tho pillnrs of 
the interinr of this tomplo, which are of blnr-k luimhlende, or greenstone, nor to esliiuato how 
they wore completed in their present condition without they w ere Inruwl in a lathe, yet Ihcro 
eiiu bu little doubt that these piibrs, which suppoit tho roof and hodi' of the temple, a ero in 
fact set up originally as rough masses of rock, and afterwards carved into their present 
forms.” The latter sLatomeot is true as regards tho carving, not only on the piers, but else- 
whero, Thoro seems, however, abundant evidence to show that the piors were not set up in a 
rough mimouhied hirni, but actually tuniod in a piimitive though effective kind of lathe. 
l)f the carving ho writes, “ the carving ou Ktime of tho pillarB and of the lintd* and atTliitcaves 
of the doors is quite beyond description. No ehased woi h in gold or sQvor could possibly be 
finer, aud the patterns to tlds day, are copied by goldsmitlcs, who take casts ami moulds from 
them, but fail in represtmting the sharpness and finish of the original. By what tools this 
very lard, tough stone could hare been wrougljt and polisbod as it is, is not at all mtelligibl© 
at the present day; nor indeed from whence tho large blocks of grccnstoiio wore brought |l and 
in populni* ustimation nothing short of tho miraculous creation of these temples, of which there 
are many legends, suffices to aecuont for them.’^ 
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The oimmeat general!j eomjilottily uinlcrtmt, ami aometiiiLea attacbed to tlie mlid 
masonry by thn moat alenciep of atniks. It has often Che effect of an mcrnslntion of foliage 
pluoci on tba wali, fta general principle aeenis to hafe been baswi on tt broad masa of 
foliage standing in high relief from a narrow bnt deeply cut background. 

The toning effects of age, wliich, leaving the details as sharp as when they left the 

sculptorig bandit, have imbued thorn with their varying shades of brown, and givoii thrin 
added beauty. 

Chalukyan carving forms the veriest contrast to the earliest works of this speciefl of 
Indian art-^hc liuddhist. Each bos its own partieular beauties, but the one may bo 
described as au ombodimoot of c mventional forms, for natural treatment is seldom if ever 
adopted. The other consists largely of natural foliage. Tho latter may be deseribs^i ae n 
more refined form of art iu that the efftict is atLained, not by a high contrast of light and 
shade, but by the very delicacy of the bas-reUef In which it is cut, Clnlluk.oiu sculpture on 
tho other hand—^whothar in the intrieate geomotriml patterns of the orilinga, or the foliated 
work which covers cvaiy part of the bnildinga^^ibito the greatest possible exuberance of 
varied forms, boldly designed and finely eiecutod to the minutest detail. Its effect is greatjy 
anhanc^ by tho deeply cut backgreond. This, combined with the fineness of the detai 
makes it equally effective, whether viewed closely or at a distance. 

Exe^t in a few of the lesser structures at Bdgali, aU the temples are constructed of a 
species of blaiA hornblende, as porous as marble, and with much of its effects. It ia said tt> 
be soft on being quarried, and to tiarden on Gaposaro to the weather. It is thus admirably 
adapted to sculptt^ work; for, white it readily lends itself to the carver’s skill, centuries of 
ex]»oaure do not diminish its sharpness, 

CJarved blocks wore first dresaod to the required ontline, fixed in their positions in tho 
building and then carved ta #i7«. 

Ihe oireuJar columns have generally a profusion of delicate string-like mouldings, all 
perfectly worked, and often bearing marks showing that they wore actually turned. Tbe 
preeosa see^ to have been to aelect a hltwJc of stone, reugh-dress it to the requisite hoighl and 
duuuetcr, fix it upright, attached to benins in a pit, revolve the stone on its axis by buUoek 
Ijower, and apply tools to tlie revolving surface till the desired outline was attamed, 

.\s to the quaUty of the tools or chisels used by tbe workmen who executed thesw 
earrings, we have no means of iuforaiation; nor are we likely to liave any, beyond tlie self- 
evidont fact that they were perfectly suited to their purpcee. With a deeply cut but extremel v 
narrow background to the foliage, often with tho merest eyehole into which the ehisel could 
he inserted, the carving tools must have been of the very slcuderest make. A high quolitv of 
steel has been m use m India from the earliest times, bo no difficulty would bo experienced in 
their production. ere the subjects of ancient Tudian art on a parallel with those of tho 
Egyptians, we might learn their form from their carvings, but tho «>ulpti>re seem to have 
been more concerned with the representation of the anus of their waxriore and tbe omomeuta 
of their gods than tbe scalpturiug of homely implementfi or the tools of handicraftsmen.

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CHAPTER IL 

BvIgall 

KiuifivAftA Tesiple. 

Tbe Tillage standa 8 miles east by north of the taluk beod-quaitcra of Harpauahaai, 

The temple is, os regards ajiangement of plan, one of the moat eomplote of the grenp 
iBoludod in this Tohime. Excepting Harihar, it presents a desigD eesentially difiorent to 
any of them (Pi. I.J, It consists of a main shrine and enclosed mant^pa opuiiing on to an 
open-pOlarad mahdmandapa of cruciform phm. Other detached shrines stand in positions 
around. The shrine and enclosed front mandapa are, in detail, mainly Draridian, with 
Chdlukyan features interspersed Thus, the doors of this centnd manilapa are in ths latter 
style; the great open colonnade is whoUy so. This arrangement of the mahilmani.lapa 
appeare at Harihar in Jfaisftr, and in many of those illustrated by Mr* Fergnssoo in bis work 
on this style of architectnre.* 

In the main west shrine is a liftga, of only a few inches diameter and height, placed on a 
pedestal. Against the north wall is a small stone bench supported on posts for pWmg iioeges 
or t^sboIb in ’woralup. The door is plainly moulded^ 

The door-way to the aute*chamber b a well sculptured one. It has dTarapdlakas on 
each side; and a sculptured panel on the Hntols, with figure of Gaja Lakahmi, Brahma, 
lirara and Tishnu.

In the front eaolosel raandapi are four misatTo piers in square and polj-gonal sections, 
with wide capitals and hrsokets. Responding pUaatorsare on the walls. One comer of the 
mandapa has been partitioned off to fonn a shrine. On the coiling is a lotus leaf patera. 

The east and south doorways are well carvod, but the detaU of the latter U overlaid with thick 
coats of whitewash. 

The design and arrangement of the piers of the open mahdmandapo wiU be seen on a 
TOference to the plan, elevation and section {Pis. I, 11, fig. 2, and III, fig. 4). A monlded 
rtylobate, with bench inside, amrounda the whole. No two piers are exactly alike, though 
in corrospoading pairs a general oatline is observed. The plans ore elahorately cut in simple 
or intersecting squares, circular, star-shaped, octagonal, and rarious other polygonal forms, 
These are vaned by squares with the angles chocked, and polygons with coovex, concave 
or acute angular rides. The one form is usually carried up thrimgh every moulding from 

ba-se to capital The four central piers are, os usual, more ornate, and stand on sculptured 
jiedesbds. ^ 

A number of images have been set up at various places in the buildmg. A Saudi stands 

incentro &cing the shrine. 

Several of the compartments of the cefling are carved in carular and diagonal panels' 
the most noteworthy is that in the central compartment. Their general outline is shown 
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difforoot compartments on plate I* The dmgonal ceflings are asimllv flat, while those 
oireular are dome-sliapcfl, ' 

The base ol the building ts buriod ander the accumulatioti of soil formed during the 
centuries that have elapsed since the temple was erected. A pit was dug at one point, wbera 
the outline of the raouldiugs eon bo seen. The base mouldings are imcarved, as ai^ also tbu 
blocks on the parapet which sumoimfs the deeply carved cornice. 

Tlie walls of the shrine and ntteohed mandapa liave plain pikstcre and Dmvidion details. 
The ahrine tower is modem briok-and-plastor work laid over the mined ancient masonry. 

At tho north end of tho colonnade, and opening into it, is a shrine of Naraoiraljaifvfimf 
With a fine senlptnrod image of the god. The base of the shrine is moulded, and is tho onlv 
ancient poison of the building. Tho anperetructuro ia modern Tho mere intricate form oV 
the ongmal building is proservod in tho outline of tho base. 

To the e^t of the mahdm.aadapa is a smaU ahriiw of gflrt-n Karfivanasvami, with 

two images maide. The walk are in the same style, and designed rimikrSy to the main west 
shrine. Close to tt is a wdl. 


north-west of the courtyard are four other shrines. [Quo, dedicated to the 
^ ishpappa liiiga, is built in granite. Another of the Virubakshi lifiga has a black- 
6 t4jae 8 as m the mitn one^ and a mandnpa with eqnare pier«. Amimdit stand hm 
inscri Q' stoned. Other two slirines containing the Hdma lihga, and an image of Sitfilvara, 
are of ooi^m stone and plain workmanship. These buildings, if not actually coutempo- 
ranecpim with the mun shrine, are probably only a few years kter. They have been rorned in 
parts and patched up with masonry or mud. 

On the south of the court, and hidden by the lofty bund of a netghboarmg reservoir 
aro reo i^n kpaa. In a line with them stand twenty inscribed stones. One of these 
mankp^ has in connection, a shrine of Timbhadia, They have pkin stone walk and 
piers. The sloping construction of tlio roof of one of them k elsewhere iilustrotcd. 

Ihere are a few other temples of leaser noto in tho vilkgG. 

The CMia Basava temple k illustrated on plate HI, figs. 1, 2 and 3. It k[a smril 
bmldi^ constmoted of freestone. Owing to the mode of roofing, with large sloping skbs 
p ojec^ at the eaves—which moot and necessarily require support at nr near the centre— 
two pilkre appear in the shrine. A similar m.^e of roofing is seen in the porches of the 
K&avasv^i temple at Hnvmahadgalli; and again, in a formless defined, in the KallWvai^ 
emp e a p e.

In tliis portion of the tomple there are in all fifty*iiine detached piera, Alnoat every 
one differs from another, if not in general design, at lai&t in some or other of tin? details^ 
Even where tbo plan or outline resutnbles another, they are bo ananged as to give not only 
the ajfpearanee of great direrbity of form, hut a perfect artistic harmony throughout. Their 
arrangement can be studied from plates I and III, fig. 4. 

It wili bo seen that one style of eontour is adopted in almost aU the examples, but tho 
elcilful introduction of ornament a and small mouldings, or a slight alteration in thoir propor¬ 
tions, is sufficient to give each an anginal cliaraeter of its own, Karh atamls on a moulded 
base. Tho lower portion of tho column is upright, and either plain, luouldofl, or ornamentod. 
A cluster of minute ornaments divides this from tlie bulging middlo portion of the pier, 
’I'he shaft then tapers by a sucecsfiioQ of mouldings into tho nocking ; and another series uf 
mouldings, of which tho most prominent is one not unlike the elassical torus with a fillet on 
its face, counocts it with tho npper portion of tho capital and abacus. This is tho general 
form obserrod in almost all ChUlukyan piers. But a study of these examples will show w hat 
divereity can bo obtained in w'hat is prantically ono design. The greatest •variety is, however, 
attained by tiie form of the plan. Sosietimos this is cuntinned right up from base to capital. 
In others, the different forniB of square, circlo, uclagcm and polygon are ombodied in the one 
pier. The latter section is ranuusly employed j thus "we find eoncavu and oonTCX fliiles, 
stars, squares with various curves or notches on the angles, and many others, fig. 1 hnn 
a plan with small shafts j-unning up from base to c$apital, I'ho general plan of fig. 2 is 
circular, with the lower portion square and ornamented with niches. Fig. 3 has hollow flutes 
and a square base. Fig. 4 is star-shaped, formed by two intersecting Hquares, Fig. 6 hiia 
the lower part eomposed of two squares separated by an octagon, and circular capital. Fig. 
0 is in general plan square tliroughout, with a riglit-angled triangle notched in at eoi'h 
corner. The plan of fig. i is a variety of that of fig. C; the notching or eluuufer on tho 
angles is convex. Fig. 8 is a twelve-pointed star. Fig. fl is an elaborated form of fig, 4 ; 
the faces on the two mlcrseeting squares are moulded with emii\\ stepped fillets.

A very deep dropetene (fig. 3) is kt down through the crown. It is carved with deitios on 
each face, and animals below. The different riogs are artgukr, with a series of ensps cut on 
the angles. At tho eight cardinal points oa the lowest course are projecting blocks, carved 
with theAshtadikpaiakas. These are illustrated on plate 11, fig. L Foot of them have 

fignre-Bcnlptured panels above them. The under sides of the blocks arvs carved with potoimi

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CHAPTER m, 

mIgalA. 

VE^iraoplLAsviju TEairLs. 

A Tillage standing 10 miles west of nuTinahadgalli. 

Tbe plan of the temple is composed ol a spaciona ctmttal haTI ^ with an enhaace on the 
south side, and a shme enlemig o9 each of the three others. (Plate IX) These three sbrines 
would odginallj be occupied by the Trimtlrti or Hin du triad, Brahmih Siva and Yislum. 
The former would he in the a^aal place in the centre, with Tishnn on his right and ^iva 
on bis left. The temple was a Vaishnava one, anil, while still retaining the rdative positions 
of the gods, it was necessary in the interests of seotarJan belief, which considered its own 
pnrticnhir god the mt^t important, that it should be placed in the usual position facing the 
east. This was attained by dicing the temple in the anusual position of haring its principal 
facade to the south. 

In tbe centre of the porch is the entrance door, with compomtiTely simple moulded 
architrarea. The porch walls are thin, and constructed of mollions and transoms crossing 
each other so as to form three Terfcical rows ol small square openinga. The cross bars ore 
carved in floral designs. On a raised stone bench inside the south wnll of the porch, stand 
four delicately caired circular columns. Other six piers stand on the floor of the bflil , 
Four of these form the usual control group raised on a square pedestal; they have boldly 
carved c^itals and figure brackets. Against the inner west wall of the porch, is a 
niohe, with a meuldlng under, and a cornice over. Inside it, standing on the floor against tbe 
wall, is a panel with a row of niue-Bcated figures, each with a canopy overhead. Pilasters 
are placed against the walls of the hall, responding to the six central piers. 

The three doors entering oS. tbe main hall are exquisite pieces of design and warkmau- 
ship, that on the west being the finest. Those on the north and east have small moulded 
pilasters on each side, with a vertii^ row of small square perforated openings through the wall. 
Each perforation is fitted with a diamond shaped ornament. Ahmg the top of each door is a 
coruice, ornameuted with miniature towers. 

The west door is similar in design to the others, but more richly carved. In place of 
the side perforations, there aro upright rows of small figures seated inside a series of circular 
omamonts. In the other two temples of Htraluulagalli and KUagonr^ which have, or 
hod three main ehriuos, tbe principal one is on the west, with its door facing tlio oast ftnd 
entrance door. The two subsidiarj shrines form wings on each aide of it. The west shrine 
at MA g a l A dxses not face the outer ontrauce door as in the others ] yet that it has bi^n the chief 
one is shown by the superior riebness of its entrance. 

There is a moulded niche in each of the ride interior wull-spocea of the Imll ; tbe north 
wall is b lank . At the north>east corner stands an inscribed stone, with an elaborately worked 
representation of a lioga, bull, and emhlema on the top. 

Each of the three shrines enters through a square ante-chamber. The doors directly 
entering the shrines are finely carved, thongh less liehly than those opening on tlio htdl In 
the oast ahnne is a well-carved figure on a pedestal, with a canopy over; a Xondi is in the

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lintelR, which rest oo the four comer pieiw, rapport the upper cinralar portion. The enryed 
biuoka at the eight cirniinal points, with ropreflontations of the AshtadOtpilSakai!, rest im* 
nnidiJitely over the beame. The moaidinge, from tlie under side of these blocks upward* 
are oircuiar. Spimdrela or triangular spaces are thus formed on the under side at the four 
eomera. The carrod work on those is shown on the plan. The work is built in large cirenh^ 
fiieed blocks, or eouraea of bhwkstone. The large and finely carved drop, or centre piece, is 
in a single block, let down from the top. The carving presents great variety of design, and 
its effect can be but faintly represented by any drawing.

ORAPTEK IV, 

Tl tnAT[A f)AOALLl. 

KATlAiVASA TEUrlH. 

The vilLige stands nine milna south-west of the tftl eV bead-quarters of HuvinahnilgallL 
It was bore that I found the copper-plate grant of the Pallava king Sii'afitauilaTarmau, 
pablishod by Prufessor G, Buhler, in Part I of the Ept^aphia Indiea. 

The p lati of the temple now comprises the principal shrine at the west end; an enclosed 
mandapa in front, with a bnilding at canh side; ainl another detached shrine facing the mnin 
one, with an enclosed mandapa in front of it. The plan as it now stands—disfigured with 
modem walls of mud and masonry—does not represent the uriginal one in its entirety. 
(pL XXXII,) Sumo foundations which stand in the open space between the separated 
buildings show, that the pUui has been nne resembliug that at B^gali fpl. f}. The archi¬ 
tectural details in this case, howerer, are purely Chdluk^'an. In the complete building, the 
present west shrine being the central one, probably bud another on one or other of tlte sides 
of the enclosed mapdapa in the front, as at Harihar. Two Ehrincs at present stand thert% 
but the foundations only are of ancient constnictioiL That on the north is mud buUt, whib 
the one opposite forms a porch constraeted of ancient materials enciuaed by mud walls. The 
entmuces io thoEe side shrines mar ha ve been through enclosed passages os at Mdgalfi and 
Nilagundu, or through an open porch as at Harilw, The foundatitum appearing in front uf 
the mnmLa|» would be those of a pQlsrdd malrinmndapa aimsiar to but of lessor extent than 
those mdstiug at B^gali and llarUiar. The present east shrine would bo connected with, 
the main building in the some manner as the corrcfipoudltig shrine at Kilagumja. The 
piUars of the connenting vestibule still stand, but enclosed by modem walls. Of this 
eubsidiary ebrine, only the foundatiuns and base arc aneient, the walls built oyer them 
are of plain modem conrtmetion. 

In the west aln-me is the principal lihga wershlppod. The door ia richly carved, and 
lias a perforated window on each ride. The ante-chamber in front is unusually narrow': in 
these other templaa it morn nearly approaches a squaro. In the front oncluscd nwiidapa aro 
four finely carved picra in the contro, and a nnmber of bna^ in the iKimoro. Hlalusliihiura- 
tuardini standH in the uorth-caet comer j Pirvatisom&tha in the Rooth-east j Sarasmti in the 
sonth-weet; and in the other, and a slab, with oitm eented figures, riuulur to one at 

migaM. In the Bide porches, converted by mud walls into shrines, ore,—'Kaiimnadcvn on 
the north, and a lihga on the south. On tho raised platform in the centre of the mantlajia is 
placed a Nandi, facing the main riirinc. Tlic ceilings of these buildings are—with the excep¬ 
tion of a patera in the centre of the front buililing—perfectly plain j and in decided contrast 
to the riebnesa of the work on the exterior. The rost entrance door to this building is 
elaborately carved. Somewhat to the front of it stand two inseribed aluuro; another ntauds 
DU the east side of the south porch. 

Around the main shrine and manilapa, is a finely menlded and omamented base, with 
carved blocks on tho upper bauds. In front of it, at tho principal projectioDA on the wall, 
are carved and perforated ponds with a projecting niche and canopy over. By tho side of tho 
inebea arc slender pilastcro, and the wall spaces between are filled in with miiiialure balconies, 
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branchotl eaadelabras anil oilier oraamoiit. The geiiotal effect of the work in the biiilding 
will be seen from the bay represented on plate XXXlIl. 7(fo drawing, however, ciin odeqnately 
reprodnoe the rich and varied effect of the original with its boaotifnl design and worfcmauahip, 
ita Ught and eliade, and varjdng tints of colonr, A large proportion of the rarving is per¬ 
forated and oniy attached to the wail by a W Btoms. On this account, much of it lias been 
brokeoi away,

The tower over the western shrine, is almost complete to the tfikara; some displacement 
of stones on om of the siilea howevor, has been oanseil by plants. The design ia formed of a 
pyramidal senes of stories, each recessed behind the one below it. The same profuaion of 
ornamtint obsorvalile on the walls is earned right np to the fine circular kala& on the summit 

Plate XXXUI. 

A pi»rtien of the woH on the north ride. Eveiy detail of the tarred work is as minutely 
ed as jewollory. Through age thu stoiWK ham ac(|uired a gloss and a rich chocolate 
wlonr which considerably heighten the artistic effect. Tiie walls aro spaced into a seri« of 
projeett^ ba 3 *B, each divided into three parts; the central part projects in front of those on 
mther side. The tower base is plainly moulded, without ornament. The upper haso has

In the bay reprosouted on the plate, ssftmasfltra, or spout foreanring off water from the 
shnno, projects over the base, and rests on an omameutal block with a carved panel on its 
front. The upper walls of the bay aro divided inte throe ptrts by pilasters, the central oiin 
prajecting beyond the others. On this central pr^jjeoliDii is a niche and a miniaturo balcony 
with supporting lions underneath, and a carved mimlding overhanging and acting as a ranopy 
to the sbmasfltra below. The niche has a comioe and tower, worked into the minutest dctaiL 
a perfect copy m miniature of the tower placed over tho shrine roof. Aa image would at ^ 
tune stand inride the niche. Smaller niches, with a fignro carved inride, are on the spaces 
^ each side. Below them arc brackets projecting from the pflastere. The jiilariera havn 
foliated bases, and moulded capitals with ornamental neckings. From the necks spriuK 
ornamental curved lamp brackets. ®

A village in tha lEarponnhalH talnk, Btanding 6 nultts wcBt-aouth'^est of the town of 
that name, 

Tho plan of the tomplo consists of an enclDsed hall with an entrance door on tlie and 
a ahtino entering off each of the other Hides, Tho oast ontmnce is thraagh a port-h whicK 
connects the Tnam h niUling with a fourth shrme. standing to the cast infi-ont of it. (Plate 

XLvm.) 

The east entrance door of the central hall is plain when compared with other examples 
of this foatiiro. Inside the hall , four eircnlar piere stand in the centre, and two other Anted 
eirenlar shafts are attached to the comers of the ante-ehambere of the two aide ehrinea. 
These two chambers want the nanal doorway connecting them, with tho central hall. The 
rooms themselves are, on pinn, less than & siinora. With the main west shrine, the nsunl 
airongeniout of having a door to the onte-uhamber is adhorod to, and form of the jtlan 
approachea a square. At the two west comers of tho huh aro four figure niches in tho watb. 
A I^andi stands facing the entrance to the west shrine. A litiga is pl'iccd inside. In the other 
shrines stand vacant pedestals. In nil these cells there is a small monlded table projecting 
from each side wall. These aro said to have been for tho placing of small metal images, or 
pilja utenails. The shriite doors am pdaiuly tnuuldod with pilaatere and unornamented mouM- 
inga. The entrance screen of the west ante-chamber ha« some richly carved, work. 

The central ecQing of tho hall is tho only one on which a profusion of cmrvmg has betai 
wrought ; it resembles one excavated at XOraliadagoUL Tho others, whoso positions are 
shown on the plan, have plain slabs of the nsnal square, diagonal, nad cironlnr pattern. 

Tho piers of the east porch are of massive form, with square and polyijgoaal sides. The 
east shrine is almost a replicate of those on the wings. 

The Intorior of tho building is shown on plate XLIS. 

Thu base around the exterior is of tlie u.4uaL design, with some of the blocks uacarved. 

The pilasters on the walls are slender, and reach to the main cornice. Interepersed are 
a few, having the more massive proportions of detached iders, as also ocuuis at Knnivatti. 

Between, are lesEcr ones with the oinial surmounting canupies end towers. 

Around tho west sbidne only, are recessed niches. In these are mutilated figures of 
K^labhairaya, ISvarn and T^nrasimha. 

The tower over the west shrine is nearly complete, but the masonry is in parts much 
displaced by vegetation. Stones have fallen, and lie around the base. It is bnlit in recoeaeil 
storeys with pikstere, cornices and carved blocks. No traces of the other towers remain ; 
and the rest of the building above the cornice is a mfn. (I’lato L.)

Figs, 3 and 4.—A fine blaokstone central ceiling. On the four sides of the capitals of 
the supporting piers are moulded consolee. On the centre of the soffit of the four encloaing 
beams is a fiorai carved patera, which is repeated in the eight coniera formed by the etmeture 
of the ceding. The usual nindu method of constrnctiou is employed ; thus aeroffi the eomera 
of the outer four beams, slabs are Ldd eroes-wise, fanning an upper dmgnTut l square. Above 
it a s^ler square is set parallel to the beams, whose corners touch, the centre of the sides of 
the diagonal. The triangular spocee liave,—in addition to the central pitcras-their surfaces 
eoverod with ftoral scrolls. The fronts of the triangular slabs are ornamented with floral scroll 
patterns. In the centre face of each, is a small square panel, having the regents of the eight 
cardinal points. Thus, the four regouta of the intermediate pcints ore on the centre of sides 
of the diagonal square ; the remaining four are on the faces of tlio smoTI upper square. The 
eoronn or oentre-pioee is a fiat fluted cireular dome with a uiDulded knob descending from tlie 
centre. Around it is a aericfl of detached intorkeing stema. Yj-flli heads fill up the fiat 
triangular surfaco between the upper square and the hollow elrcnlar dome.

This drainage cltannel, in tho majority of temples, is usually comparatively 
plain. In a temple such as this, where carvtng is htvishfld wherever posaihle, it becomes 
a'lughly ornamental feature. 

A mokara head is at the end of the conduit which issnos through the wall. In front of 
it is a short open channel, covered with a characterirtic scroll ornament on both sides. The 
stone block on which it rests, has a makaia on each side, and the rest of the surface covered 
with foliage.

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CHAPTER VI. 

KCRUVATTl. 

Halikaejusa Tejiple. 

The village staniis ob the right bant of Uie Tuhgabhadrsl river about 17 miles irest of 
Ihe taluk hiAtl.4]i)arter8 of Harfaeaballi. 

The temple is said to hate bcou formerly tuowm by the name of IVrallo^vHm. The 
usuitl arrangement is observable in tlie plan, so that it will be suffieient if the chief featiirea 
of variatinn are pointed out. (Pi. LTl,) The shrine Ims three interior niches tn tiio thiek- 
nosH of the walla. Tho only oUier of these examploa wheiie tliifl occurs, ts at the Ef lavasytimi 
temple at Hu vrimUcuJgalli^ where there are two. The exterior shrine niches Itave oonaidetable 
prujoetioiL Like tho Kalifiavnra templo at ITuvinaliadgallu the ahrino antc-chandber baa side 
lights. In place of the usual ontTanee door to tho ante-cliamber, there is placed a finely 
Beiilptured pediment resting on columns. The front mondapa has three doors; and tho aide 
porehis have six columns eimh, instead of tho more usual two. 

The temple has only eua a^e, at the west end, with a Khga. A nm^k jg gx^J,l gu the 
lihga ou'fuatival occasions. On the ftnnr in front of the aluine door is a finely carved, serell, 
On each side of tho antechamber are two pilasters with figures of Tirahhadra, Hhairavn, Basam 
luid two other imagua. The sercon at the ontrauee to the ante-chamber Las boon above 
alluded to. 

In tho fnmt maudapa are four turned eolumns, with rectangular responding pilasters on 
the four walls. In tho sooth-west eurnor is an inseribad stone, and images of Ganapoti, and 
Sfirj-a XarSyans. 

In tho soutii perch is a finely eculptured ^el roprosonting a Rajd and two atteudante 
wdlh umbrellM, There are also three insoribed stonua. Theso are not m rifw, but liave all 
l)oen remnveil from sitmo place in this or anotlmr building, and set down here. Tlie tloora of 
both the north and south ptjrches are finely carved. 

The east door also, is an exceedingly tine spenimon. The bare around the building has 
the usual members in its compwition; numbers of the blocks on it are unearve«i. The main 
is dividel by a series of broad and nam>w pilartore, with lessor ones botwoon, some are 
single ami otliors double; they support canopies and miniature repreductious of the main 
tower of the building itself. Each of the latter liad at one time a pr^>joGting detached group 
(d flying figures fixed in with sockets in tho manner of thuge on the upper part of the front 
door, but now only the Wicket holoa are left to indicate they have hoen there. 

In the niches on the three facoB of tho shrine are variema imagBs. In that on the north, 
is Naresimha; on the east and south are images dosoraied as king Uidnatliandan and 
Bidriidd^-. (PL LYIIl.) A photograpli of a portion of this part of the building is 
abuwn in Mr, Ferguffltim^s ArrhttecUire la Dhancttr awl Minora. (Pi XXZVL) The 
omamonts of the wall-lioad cornice are in jiaito complotoly away, leaving only the rough 
masoury backing. 

The lion is of frefpieat appearance in some of these temples, and in none more so than in 
this, ^ It is shown in panels on the base, on waU-headB, angles of the tower, and other places. 
One is cut on tho etybbate of a porch showing on plate LYXL 
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The shrine tower is complete, but disfigured hj lung repeated applications of whitewaRlju 
It is built in 11 aeries of recessed storeys, with un >maiiicQted horbimtnl nmuldiugs, Two 
dooM enter the tower oter tho roof of the front nminlapo. The Basava manilaia optiofiite 
the temple is a nwdorn buildiiig erectod naanciont foundations. It is plam, with a towea* 
over the shrine, and wooden pillars in the niandapa m front. 

Platr UX. 

Pig 1_One of the four central piers in tUo mftliilmanflapt. The colnmn is cirfudar 

moulded, w'itlmnt oimsteut on its upper portion. The base is sfjuarc, wrilb a repiusentution 
of a ahrino on each of the four faooa. The beam brackets oirer the capital ate phtin. 

Fig. 2.—One of the small niches on the outer walla. They are placed one on each side 
of the broad pilnaters fixed at mterrds on tho aide® ami hack of the temple. In place of an 
image, a small pilaster supporting a small fijwor stands insido.

The rasl entrance to the mahdmanclnja. This is a heimtifnlly carved example of its 
chuiB. The seuijjtnred hlect in tlie centre of the lintel has the usual iv|n-eseDtatioD of Gaja- 
lakshmL Tho covering cornice is plain, with miniature representations of towers over it. 
The jambs have on extra large unmber of upright rows of carvings. Tliat next tho door hag 
diamond and floral pattoms; the others are ccdled Xaga flgnrea, figure and bird ecrolhi 
dancers and musicians, a running scroll and a leaf patera. The figure scrolls nnd musicians 
are cut the free of narrow pilasters which run up to the ooruiee over (ho doer, Tho 
carving is goncndly deeply tmdercut and most minutely worked. Each group of figures differs 
in some respect from the others. Umler each prejcction on the jambs, is a niche with a 
figure standing under a canopy, carved to represent a vimfina tower. Outnide the jamb 
oarvings is a massive flat pilaster with a double notch running up each comer. On the frent 
and innnr side of each capital are finely carved female figures with oncirclmg wreaths {pl_ 
T.YVTTl). This feature ia UDUsual, and but scMom occuiw in any of the pres^it described 
group of Chfilukyan temples. jVnothor example uei-ura in the temple at Huvina- 

liiidgaUi. In that building, only the snpporting brackets remain. Each figure is supjK)i1od 
on a bracket earved with a bhflta, fixed in the pilaster bdow the neck mtiuldings. The figtires 
Tcpreseut dancers, and each Ims some sinalior figures of musicians at its feet. Around ami 
down each side of the principal figure is a floral wreath. The figures and wreath aro deli- 
catcsly and completely undercut os if carved in metal, and stand quite detached. Tliey are as 
well finished on the hack as on tho fronL A narrow slab of stone hag been left on the bark 
of each to giro tho neeo^aiy strength. The groups are on stones separate from tho colnmns, 
and are held in ptisition by an under pin fixed inh> the sapporriBg brmdtot, and another upper 
one lot into a projecting carved block overhead, firouiia similar to these have been fixed in 
tho niches on tho aides of the temple, but are now away. Eularged drawings of two of these 
groups are shown on plate LXVlll- 

Flaze LXI. 

A niche and adjoining portion of the exterior wall on the south side of the shrine. 
Tliere is a similar niche on the centre of the back, and ilm north mdo. The niche is 
sumioonted by a heavy ournleo and a minia tiire shrine tow'or. A deity sits inside the 
mcho.^in this instance fsarasimha. The base is flanked by elephants. On each side is a 
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bhflta wliicU originnUy supported flying groups of figorest, which Icunt for- 

wunl anti were fitted into tUe ujitlemde of the comi«f. They worn gimikr to tbose on the 
upper aides of the fnmt door. Being ao dose to the ground, thiy Im 7 e been interfered with, 
W^mo looBO in their soefceta, and either fiiUon or been taken out. One of those from the 
nieUe undof note has been preserved^ and is now in the GoFemment Museum at Jludias.

Figs. I, 3 and A, are tUe silver banners and umbrella referred to in the deserijition of 
plate LXIV, fig. 2. 

Fig, 4 ,—A silver Tuist belt. It is of modem make, and is etmilar to those genetallj 
worn by Xnnarese womcm in this port of the eonntry. It is nutdo of pure or nearly pure 
silror. The girth is arranged by increasing nr lessening the ondnlations at the bock. The 
front jnnels pirot on the dividing pins. One of the pins in front serews out tu allow of the 
belt being put on. 

Fig. 5.—A carved slab lying in a road of the village. It is one nf the blixdcB usually 
placed at the side of entrance steps. It is in the some style of art as the temple, and may 
have been token from it. It is very boldly earv'ed. On one side is a lion, with a floi-al 
s(!roU flowing frotn its mouth. In the scrolls are small human figunsi. An elephant is 
being crushed benoath one of the front paiva of the Hun. The lion’s tail and nused forepaw 
liave been carved so as to be almost quite detached from the slab and m’e now broken away. 
The u}^r j)art of a man who stands in front, is, for the same reason, also broken off.

The exteriftr walls of the mahimandbipa show an ciilargejiieut uf the mme armngemoat. 
This building lias a front and a aide porch entrance ^ the latter is now blocked up w^ith 
a nind walL In the centre of the floor is a slightly raised platform on which stand four 
circular moulded piera (pi. LXX). Two responiling pilasters arc in the centre of each uf 
the four walls. The central corapartment of the ceiling is circular monldedj 'with a leaf 
omonumt on eacdi of the rings. It is much less ornate than the ceilings generally found 
in this position in other leniplc« of this class of buihling; as at for exanipia 

The fiznaU anttMi^biunbor is lighted by an open rectangnlar window on each side, into tho 
Ffll of which, % carved upright stone was fixed. (Plate LXXl. ) The luom has a plain coiling 
of a not unusual pattern composed of slabs laid to form a diugonai, square, and oindie. Ita 
^trance door (Plate LXX) is oompnratiYidy plain, with perforated panels at^each side and 
over the liutd. In front of it itK^lines a Kandi^ fkiniog the shrine. 

The front and aid© dturrs ano both of similar design, the tonner being the more orna¬ 
mental. The style of the exterior can beat be judged, by a reference to the imnoes draw'inga 
of tho eLoTations. (Plates LXXT, LXXII and LXXIII.) The wail is divided by n soriei of 
narrow pdastors with projecting niehes at intervals. A figure of a hou over an elepliant is 
in a panel on one side. (Pliite LXXL) 

The tower which sarmoiints the shrine is mined at the sammit. Taiions pieces of oma* 
ment from tho different parts of the bnilding, to illustrate its style, are eeparatidy shown. 

Plaib LXXIT, 

The doorway in the blocked up south porelL It is similar in design to that at the front 
entrance door; only in that instsmeo the lower architrave mouldings are stopfied by the plinth 
of the porch, wliieh projects on eai>b side. Tho dt?5ign and appHration of tlie vaiiona oma- 
meuto do not materially differ from others else where deserihed in detail. The various poiuta 
of difference can bitbi be seen by a comparison with other esamples lUnstrated. The door 
has no heavy njmioo over. Thn upper monldiugs and ornament bear a generaJ re&emblanco 
to those on the wall Umd cornice of the temple. 

Plate LXXV. 

The central bay of the hack exterior wall of the abrineH The amnU niche with minia¬ 
ture tower over, ia repeated at intervals along the walls. Some have a small figure sHndiug 
insido; others have none.

The 
carved panel surmounting the oomice, is another feature that has been placed on the widl«' 
head over the principal projection®; but only a few of them now remain.

The plan of the temptlo is that of an undeveloped: three-^ahrined boildin^, {Pi, Cn.) 
The door to the bail entera on one dde; a shiino onlera off eocli of the others, Onlv one of 
the shrines baa on open ante-chamber; the others have naoe; or, at 1<^t, what are now enclosed 
and used as shrines, may have {mpnolty hoea intended as ante-chambors to cidlB which would 
have stood outalilo the&L In the main shrine is a linga with a brass five-headed Ndg^odm 
enemling it. In the centre shrine, opposite the doorway, is a stone figure of E^^vasTJitm; 
in the other are an inscribed stone and some Nsgakak. 

Four massive and plainly mooldod piers stand in the centra! hall or mabamandapa. 

There is an almost complete absence of carved work in the temple, though the rough 
blocks st the doors show that it had been intended to sculpture them. The only carved 
ceiling is that in the eentral compartment of the hall; it has a simple lotus leaf patera. 

A Oun^Sa stands inside the hall, and some sculptured stones oulaide the entrance. A 
modem roandapa has been erootod in front. The walls are blcwked up by houBCs. There is 
no detail on the exterior. 

pLAia cm. 

Tig. 1.—A pier in the temple. It has a square mouitlod base with a plain block on the 
centre of oacb of the faces. The shaft is square, with two sLvteen-sidcd flnteil sections divided 
by ootogomil bands in the middle of the length* The capital is ciroular moulded, with four 
brackets above. The pier is of a type commonly mot with in tom pies of subsequent date in 
some parts of those districts, aud ropresonta a combination of Chflltikyan and Itrartflian forma 
in its design* 

Tig, 2.—A figure of Yishiiu in the shrine of K^^vaev4mi of the Eall^^-ara temple. Ho 
is ^aeeil on a moulded pedestal under a carved oanopy* At hia feet stand bis two wives. 


Putts CIV* 

One of the stabs standing at the entrance door. The lower panel a leader on horee- 
hack, attended by an umbrella bearer, with hia aoldiora behind, attacking n number of othcf 
horsemen. Soldiers ore seen advancing on the h^da and shonlders of dwarfs. 

The panel over, bus three figures engsgod in worship in a small shrine. They may 
represent the chief and his two wives. Three figures arc on each side of the exterior. 

1 ho top panel represents the worship of the lipga by three figures seated on one aide, and 
other two figures, one of whom waves a lamp in the right hand and bears some offering in 
the other. 1 he sun and moon ^ aud a finia!, in the form of a vase, surmount the stone.

A village in MaisAr territory, standing 14 mili^ soutli of HalnrflgnifL Owing to its dose 
position to the group of temples, to the illnstmtion of whieh. this volume is devoted, and ns it 
pi'esents some features which can with advantage be compared with them, a plan (PL 
CVI), and same details have boon indndetL The arrangement of plan, it will be scodj 
most fllosely resembles Bilgali The main shrine in this case is typically Chnhjkyan. 

Plate CVIL 

A flat ceiling in the antarAla mandapa. It is divided by four cross ribs into nine paneU. 
Id the centre panel is ISvam standing in a niche sniTi^xuided by various small images. The 
romaining eight ponds represent the Ashtadik-pMakas or regents of the eight audlnal jiumts. 
Each is there, mounted on his vohjdn.

The central ceding in the Amman shrine of the temple. This is one of the finest pieces 
of black stone carving in the temple. No drawing can ever do justioe to the splendidly rich 
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it haa io reality. Li plan it in a square of four hcsmw with triangoliu- bloeka placed 
OTer tbe RoniorB, forming an octagon, on which reste a circular dome, Tho dome u eon- 
fitrueted of laige horizontal blocks. Its entirc inuer snjfaee is moulded into different sectioiiB, 
and profaflely cover^ with rich and varied ornament. Frdm the cential coping rtono descends 
a deep ornamental circular pendant. 

On each under side of the facams, over tho capitsls of the piers, is a mieed cireulap 
patera. Smaller patcras are on the triangular blocks at the comers. On the centra of the 

of these blocks and on the inner fenes of the tear beams are plain square blocks, eight 
in all. It was doubtless intended that these should be carved with the AahtediW- plInL. 
regents of the eight cardmal points, and protectora of the earth, as is usual in such works. 

In the circular dome, tho first course b plainly monlded. The next has l^yea radiating 
from the ccntro. Over b a cavetto, divided by closely placed vertical bands, into ^mela with 
a smiill p^itsra in each. A smill fillet over, has its nuder side covered with small rosettes. 

The upper cuuraos are ornamented with mterlaced Bomt-cirolea, filled in with various designs 
between. ® 

The an lor teoos of the monldings of the pendant have interlacing semi-oirclefl, trefoils 
jateras, and other ornaments. The ride faces have various fior^ designa. There b a ceiling 
similar to this, in the m a haman ^pa of the Kalfff^vara temple at Bfigall. 

Plate CIX 

Fi^. l and 2.—One of two dipaatambhae at the east gate. This particular term of 
lamp-pillor is peculiar to thoso dbtricts, and ia not found further south. The ordinary 

dipdfln with lamps on the top onlv, exbts aU over the Presideucy, Good examples are seen 
at VijaTanagBr* 

The present example is oompamtively modem, having boen built within the past 
century. It however, in na wbe differa from more ancient oxamplca found elsewhere. The 
shaft is octagonal with a very decided taper towards the top. It is built m comites, and 
thus jire^te another difference to the ordinary dipddn. Lomp-bmekota project in rows 
on the different tecea alternately fn)m base to capital. * 

Fig. 3. The imago of ICdlabhairava in the shrine devoted to its worship. 

^*3' A m^nummtal slab standing near the svaini shrine. It differs from others 
elsewhere described as being at EEahvigila, in that it his five panels, while those at that 
pltee have three. The lowest pinel shows a bownm on foot, followed by two horaes 
slaughtering some foot soldiota. The next seems to bo a scene of rejoicing, five figure*^ 
being eugogei in dancing. In the thud panel, a figure site inaideand twoothereent- 
sido a small antique shrine. The piers and pent roof of akba, are similar to a small temple 
at Blgali. (PL HI.) In the fourth panel fciiie figures seem engaged in the act of eupport- 
mg and bearing off another in tho centre. The top panel has a liflga and worehippor. The 
two top ^viding bands have inscriptions. One half of the top of the slab is breken away. 

Fig. 5.—A carved architrave on the door iUuBtreted on plate CXI. 

PL.irfi CX. 

A flat panelled ceiling in the mahanmndapa, divided by ribs into six panels. The rib* 
are ornamented on their under rides with a flowing screll, and their angles liave a moulded 
ornamental chamfer. In each panel is a large circular concave patera, divided into eonceutrie 
bands of ornament, with a drop in the centre. Four of the patera* have simple cirelaa of 
radiating leaves. The other two have dreles of small sunk ornamental panels. The four mn?n 
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beame enclt>giiig the cdliug. b&ve notched crenelktione, anil miointare pilaetera or baluKtcriy 
with leaf omameut between. 

Plate CXI. 

Fig. 1 .—EieTatioii of the north wall of the eliHne at the north-east comer. Ttie lower 
{ilinth of the base has a Sonil scroll with figniea. AboTO is a row of h a mt H vn or sacred 
geesa. The main base has the nsoal aeries of Hhar|ilv cat mouldingB surmounted by a cytaa 
recta coping. The main walls are diTided into compartments by pilastora ranniiig from the 
base to the comice. In each of these panela b a niche with pilasteisi and cornice, ear- 
mounted by a miniature representation of a shrine tower. Tho texture of Uie blackstone 
admits of its being cat into the most minute mouldings, and each of these is eat aad finiabed 
as if it had beea wremght in ivory. Tlie usual cornice eurmnunts the woUs. Over it 
is an omamontal parapet with linos carved on blocks, and a coping ornamented at mtervala 
with carved blocks enclosing small figures. 

Fig. 2.—^Tbe carved door of the K^bhairava shrine. The arohitrave aronnd the 
opening has one row of flat diagonal diapers, and another of convex section with figure and 
floral BCToUs. These are shown to, an enlarged scale in fig. 5, of plate CIX. On each 
side is a moulded pilaster with its Gomera stepped oS for the entire height, Ontsido am 
a vortical row of semoUs of convox section, and loaves coiled around a stem. The five 
(iiflorent membota, on each side of the door, are separated by a deep groove, with orrmll 
blocks left at intervals m the height. Below tho pilasters and upright ornamenis, are niches 
with omamontal canopy enclosing a figmu Qajahkshmi, with an inscription below, is in a 
carved panid on a block over the eentro of the doorway* 

Plate CXII. 

Fig, l.—The image of Harihar^sware in tho shrine. It is a stiffly carved figure, nearly 
devoid of omament. A peculiar feature is seen in two of the arms resting on side piora 
brotighl up to support tbum. Tho legs too, from tho kuoeu downwards, are hidden behind a 
plinth. These have not been part of the image otiginolly, but are ingenious devices to 
conceal and remedy a defect or fiactnre of tho arms and legs. 

Figs. 2 to 4.—Sculptured devils on the basement wall around the mibj|n iftndapa Fig. 
2 shows a line of bathsos or sacred geese. Fig. 3 is a row of elephants and horsee. Tho 
former as usual, are mure true to life than tho latter, which ate stiff and ungracefol Fig, 
4 bos a fioTul scroll with figures inside.

Fig* 1-—^A chaiactoristio oraomontal architrave up tho side of the door of the cost 
entrance to the inahdmnndapa. One row is a wide scroll with jnmgBO and foliage oltemately. 
In tho middle row, is a narrow floral scncilL The oator line has a row of diapers. 

Fig. 2.—A hurkontal scroll on the front entrance to the mahdmandapa. 

Fig. 3.—Ono of the piers ol the extensive colonnado in llie mahdmandapa. The base 
is st^uare, with the nsoal Chdlukyan mouldings for this member. These are a moulding in 
the centre, with a fillet on the front, and a splay on both sides. Lower and upper splays, with 
small fillets, separate tho central member from a lower plinth or broad fillet, and aimther 
fillet or tenia on the top. 

Tho lower part of the column is square, tho upper part circular, with tho usual minute 
finely cut mouldings j and tho abacus square with notched corners. Above the abacas, four 
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mouldy aiul ornai^tal oonades, with a notohod block in front of eanli, support the foar oroas 

of the ceiling. An cvolo moaiding, with u atop ornameat at the extnmitiea, nms 
along the edges of the beams. 

Fig. 4.—A pier in the east gate. This style of pier is of a peculiar elass^ rtffT^n Ti g 
conautei^ly from the more usual pier fomul in maliimamtepos and other interior mrte of the 
mam building, such as that in fig. 3. It is eimilar to others in the porehos of the Jaina 
temples at Uampi in Tijayanagar. When used, it is genoraUy seen in such onter buildings 
as j^rohoa or gates. It has no base, the square under portion of the pier rosting directly 
on the floor. The upper and main body of the shaft is fluted in sixteen rides, with a row of 
^ leaTos at the lower extremity. The nocking is plain, and eirenhir. The capital 
IS a flattened disc with a fillet on the edge, and rows of minute fillets and flutes imderneath, 
resembling those under the ovolo of the Grecian Doric capital. 

^ A square block rests ou tho oontex upper surface of the capital, whose four eomera 
a 09t touch its outer oircuniferenco. Above this, are four consoles supporting the beams, 
of a design almost precisely rimna r to those of fi^g. 3.
